To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1967. 

Caravanning. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  holiday  caravanning 
in  the  district  during  recent  years;  the  largest  sites  are 
situated  at  Poppit  Sands,  Newport  and  Dinas  Cross.  Public 
health  problems  arise  from  time  to  time,  but  it  has  been 
possible  to  solve  all  these. 

Housing. 


With  the  council  building  and  the  modification 
of  older  properties,  together  with  private  building,  the  housing 
position  throughout  the  district  is  reasonably  satisfactory. 

Infectious  Disease. 


Only  five  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  vaccination,  this  disease  will 
soon  become  uncommon  in  this  country. 

It  is  known  that  Brucella  abortus  infection  exists  in 
our  dairy  herds,  but  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  introduction  of 
the  Brucellosis  (Accredited  Herd)  Scheme,  brucella-free  herds 
will  be  established  in  the  district.  A Pasteurisation  Order  was 
made  on  one  farm  as  a precautionary  measure,  although  the  farm 
was  not  registered  as  a Producer/Retailer,

DEATHS . ( General ) 

The  general  death  rate  has  decreased  again  this  year, 
although  it  is  still  above  the  county  and  national  rates.  There 
were  17  deaths  from  malignant  disease  during  the  year,  but  only 
one,  a female  patient,  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  her  smoking 
habits,  if  any,  are  not  known.  Of  the  total  117  deaths,  42 
were  due  to  heart  disease  (36$) . 

Approximately  30$  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in 
persons  aged  between  70  and  80  years  and  25$  in  persons  over  80 
years  of  age.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  deaths  again 
this  year,  from  Tuberculosis,  and  only  one  new  case  was  notified; 
this  was  a female  patient  in  the  55  - 64  age  group. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis : B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

B.C.G. vaccination  of  schoolchildren  (l3  years  and  over), 
and  contacts, continued  to  be  carried  out  during  the  year. 

87  school  children  were  skin  tested  and  85  vaccinated;  2 contacts 
were  skin  tested  and  both  these  required  vaccination.  Dr.  D. 
Llewelyn  Davies,  the  Chest  Physician,  continues  to  vaccinate 
contacts  at  the  Chest  Clinic. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited 
Newport  in  July,  when  a total  of  119  persons  were  examined,  and 
Crymmych  in  September,  when  201  persons  were  examined.  The

Local  Health  Services. 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis  and 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 
continues  to  be  carried  out  in  the  district.  Prom  1st  April 
1967,  general  practitioners  are  required  to  send  their  records  for 
vaccinations  and  immunisations  direct  to  the  Executive  Council, 
for  payment,  instead  of  to  the  County  Council  as  before.  As  a 
result,  figures  of  this  work  carried  out  are  only  available  annually 
and  these  are  given  below,  for  the  whole  county

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  running  of  this 
service  and  there  are  ten  ambulances  based  at  various  points  in  the 
County  - one  at  Tegryn.  Cars  are  occasionally  hired  for  certain 
sitting  cases. 

During  the  year,  the  Tegryn  Ambulance  travelled  a total  of 
27,888  miles,  conveying  1703  sitting  cases  and  136  stretcher  cases, 
thus  averaging  15  miles  per  patient.
